The school board committee, after hearing 
what Dr. Guerin had to say about the princi- 
pals whose work he had observed, approved 
of the plan to give the assistants to the prin- 
cipals, but the plan will have to be approved 
by the finance committee and the full board 
later. 


Tobin Criticises County Schols. 

Edward J. Tobin, superintendent of Cook 
county schools, arraigned the public educa- 
tional system of the county in a communica- 
tion addressed yesterday to President A. A. 
McCormick and members of the county 
board. 

The purpose was to induce the board to 
select a committee to investigate conditions 


| with a view to improvement. 


“ The rural schools of the United States are 
and have been in a deplorable state, Mr. 
Tobin wrote. They nave been shamefully 


neglected. Many nations we think of as be- 


ing’ far beneath us in civilization are so far 
ahead of us in their rural schools that we 


could with profit go to school to them to learn 


how to establish an efficient system of such 
_gchools. . 

It would seem the rational way to remedy 
existing conditions would be to group the 


‘rural schools into districts of from twenty 


to thirty schools each, providing each dis- 
trict with a competent, well paid supervieor. 

“Each group supervisor would be re- 
sponsible to the county superintendent for 


. the efficiency of the schools in his group, as 


well as tor the school interest developed and 
maintained.” 

This plan, according to Mr. Tobin, would 
cost the county $8,000 to $10,000 extra. He 
suggests it is the duty of the state to main- 

tain such a sytem. He proposes that the 
county make the start.

Allies. 


KEEP UP FIRE ON AVLONA. 


Italy Warns Athens to Quit; 
France to Stand Back of 
Russia in Present Crisis. 


. ATHENS, Dec. 5.—It is officially anm unced 
that Greek plenipotentiaries will participate 
in the peace negotiations. 

A seml-officia!l statement iseued tonight 
protests against interpreting the fact that 
Greece did not sign the armistice as proof 
that dissensions exist among the allles, and 
Geclares that it was by agreement of the 
allles that Greece adopted a different atti- 
tude than the other states. 

The explanation is given that Greece's 
courge was due to its anxiety that its naval 
action should not be interrupted in the 
Ionian sea, in order to prevent the revictu- 
aling of the Turkish army in Epirus, and in 
the Agean sea, and in order to prevent the 
transport of Turkieh troops to Thrace, with 
respect to which Greece considered the in- 
terests of its allies rather than its own. 

The chances for the conclusion of peace 
would have suffered from the reénforcement 
of the Dardanelles and Tchatalja garrisons. 

The statement refers to the Turco-Italian 
treaty recently signed as proof that it is not 
necessary that peace negotiations shall be 
preceded by an armistice. 


Army of Greece Weak? 

LONDON, Dec. 6, 2 a. m.—The Belgrade 

correspondent of the Daily Telegraph is a 
dispatch says: . 

“ Little importance is attached here to 
Greece's unexplained failure to sign the 
armistice. The opinion is expressed that 
Greece will take no action during the inter- 
regnum and that it is incapable of any seri- 
ous military action. | 

Its part in war on land is trifling, and 
the result might have been disastrous but 


movement southward. .Greece largely failed 
in the past assigned to it during the cam- 
paign and was even unable to advance on 
Saloniki until the Servians established touch 
with its army from the north. 


Refused to Take Monastir. 

“Greece failed to take Monastir, as had 
been arranged, even declining to assist the 
Servians in the attack on the town, although 
having two divisions within reach. 

A small portion of the Turkish army re- 
treating from Monastir inflicted a severe de- 
feat on those @ivisions, capturing twelve 
guns, which wete subsequently taken from 
the Turks by the pursuing Servians, who 
continue to hold the guns in spite of appeals 
from the Greeks for their restoration. 
Since the capture of Saloniki Greek pre- 
tentions have mounted to an enormous 
height, leading to extravagant claims on its 
alfies. Out of these claims a difference of 
opinion has arisen with Bulgaria regarding 
the future frontier between the two.“ 


Greece Is Not Antagonistic. 

Greece's action in 8 ng out from the 
armistice, as expla! both. from Sofia and 
Athens, was undertakem in agreement with 
the allles, in order to prevent Turkey from 
profiting from the armistite to improve its 
military position. 

The Bulgarian government newspaper Mir, 
in another editorial today dilates on the ad- 
‘vantages to Turkey of a. good understanding 
with Bulgaria. It declares that Turkey's sal- 
vation lies not in continuing the war but in 
seeking a rapprochement with Bulgaria. 


Warning Sent to Greece. 

ROME, Dec. 5.—The persistence of Greece 
in bombarding Avlon is causing serious dis- 
satisfaction at Rome. The ItaHan minister 
at Athens has been inetructed to notify the 
Greek government that Italy and Austria 
will never allow any state to occupy Avlona 
or even the peninsula of Linguetta or Saseno 
island, or transform them into naval and mili- 
tary bases. It is understood the Austrian 
minister wil give similar notification to the 
Greek government. 


_ FRANCE WILL BACK RUSSIA. 
PARIS, Dee. 5.—That France, in the present 
European crisis, is working side by stde with 
its ally, Russia, and its friend, England, 
stands out clearly in the important address 
delivered by Premier Poincare to the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs of the chamber of depu- 
ties today. 
The French premier spoke some plain words 
on the European situation when he said to the 
committee: 
We stand by our allies and our friend- 
ahips.“ 
M. Poincare was enthusiastically applauded 
by his hearers for having constantly labored 
for the moral patrimony of France.“ 
France's position was summed up by Pre- 
mier Poincare as follows: 

Firet—Continuity in our foreign poll- 
cies and consequently the practical and 
preserving operation of our alliances and 
friendships. 

Second—Sincere and continued efforts 
to secure the peace of Europe. 

Third—Above all, the firm and calm

Bemis Again Io Criticised by Guernsey 
for Alleged Failure to Make Fair 
Estimates, 


Representatives of the city and the Chi- 
cago Telephone company argued all yester- 
day afternoon over the question of the al- 
lowance to be given the latter as a deprecia- 
tion reserve fund. 

Nathaniel T. Guernsey, associate counsel 
for the American Telephone and Telegraph 
company, again criticised E. W. Bemis, who 
made the rate investigation for the city. He 
cited other cases to show that the proposed 
allowance of 1.5 per cent for depreciation is 
much lower than usually considered proper. 

His estimate is radically lower than any 
other estimate that has been made,” he 
said. This is probably due to the.fact that 
it is not an estimate based on knowledge and 
experience, but is a computation based upon 
a book account which does not purport to

Drainage Trustees Vote to 
Supply Energy to Towns 
Ahead of Industries. 


PRIVATE PLANTS BENEFIT 


Adcock Made Chief Attorney and 
MeGillen Named to Replace 
I. J. Bryan. 


One of the acts of the first meeting of the 


neu trustees of the sanitary district yester- 
é€ay was to adopt a resolution establishing 
the future policy in the sele of electrical 
power. The Sullivan Democrats, who now 
control the board, voted it will so far as 
practicable supply its-entire output of elec- 
trical energy, to 1 various municipalities 
within ite limits.’ 

This was declared to indicate the district 
will withdraw from the industrial field, where 
half the power is now disposed. This with- 
drawal will be gladdening to private electrical 
corporations. | 

The: trustees created a couple of good jobs, 
epoke of salaries which should be Increased 
and reduced the membership of committees 
from nine to five, so the Republican minority 
will not stand a chance of expressing itself 
wntil matters come up for the consideration 
of the board as a whole. 


Adcock Made Chief Attorney. 
Edmund D. Adcock was appointed chief at- 


torney to succeed John C. Williams. John 


McGillen, secretary of the Democratic county 
organisation, was made clerk. He will take 
the place of I. J. Bryan about the first of the 
year. 

The repotution on the board's attitude 
toward the sale of power was introduced by 
Nobody had much to say 
about it, least of all Mr. Dailey. It follows: 

Whereas, the sanitary district of Chi- 
cago is supplying various municipalities 
within its limits with electrical energy 
for light and power purposés; and, 

Whereas, a considerabie part of the 
electrical energy generated by the dis- 
trict is now supplied to commercial con- 
cerns; which in the opinion of the board 
should be used by the said municipali- 
ties for the extension of their electric 
street lighting systems; 

Resolved, That this board hereby adopts 
as its future policy that it will, so far as 
practicable, supply its entire output of 
electrical energy to the various munici- 
Palities within its limits, and in particular 
the city of Chicago, for electric street 
lighting purposes, to the end that the 
said city may in time become the best 
lighted city in the world and the safety 
of its citizens be conserved thereby. 


How the Power Is Sold. 

The present capacity of the district is 
21,000 horse power. About 15,000 horse power 
is sold for commercial use and 16,000 horse 
power for municipal use. The power sold to 
cities is used only at night. That for use 
in factories is largely consumed during the 
day. The district will take contracts to fur- 
nish only a small additiona} amount of power 
for commercial use, because in the late after- 
noon there is a demand for power for both

commercial and municipal ‘consumption. 
The district still hae 5,000 horve power to sell 
for city lighting. 

“The resolution seems a ttle vague to 
me,” said Trustee Walter G. Clark. The 
power the district sells to industry has en- 
abled it to give the municipalities such a 
cheap night rate. I cannot see where we 
would gain anything by allowing our power 
contracts with factories to lapse. If we did 
so we would be forced to raise the rate we are 
charging cities and villages.”’ . 


Engineer’s Place Created. 

The most important position created was 
that ‘of engineer of the IIIInols-Michigan 
cana! and Hinois river conditions. A com- 
mittee will be named to handle this depart - 
ment. The salary the e will receive, 
was not announced. 

The board also thought it ought to have.a 
purchasing agent and will name one next 
week, when most of the appointments will 
be made. D. M. Dininger, controller for the 
electrical department, will be made controller 
for the district, with an increase of salary. 

To make things easier. for Thomas A. 
Smyth, president of the board, several 
changes in the rules were <ffered. They 
will be adopted at the next meeting. One 
revision transfers to him from the finance 
committee the power of making appoint- 
ments and fixing salaries. 

Trustee Sullivan said he thought many 
employ és of the district should have mare 
money. He believes the attorney for the 
board should be the highest paid employé 
and should have his pay raised. from 87. 800 
to $10,000. .

Harvester Man Declares 1 
Would Make for a Lower 
Cest of Living. 


TELLS OF RAIL ENMITY. 


Speaker Explains to National 
Waterways Delegates Bonds 
Would Solve Problem. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT, } 

Washington, D. C., Dec. B. -I peel. 
Harold F. McCormick, vice president and 
treasurer of the International Harvester com- 
pany, and son-in-law of John D. Rockefeller, 
today addressed the National Rivers and 
Harbors congress on the subject of “ Water- 
ways, a National Evolution.” 

“Transportation is a national problem. 
over both land and water, and should follow 
the lines of least resistance,”” said Mr. Mo- 
Cormick. “‘ The problem affecte all the peo- 
ple directly because it enters into the cost of 
everything which the public buys. A reduc-

To 
guard its coast and protect its commercial 
activities, the United States needs a p2rn:a- 
dent navy of forty-one capital ships—battle- 
ships and battle cruisers—according to Sec- 
retary Meyer. The present strength of the 
navy in battleships te about thirty-three. ut 
four ships will soon be retired as obsolete. 


Reviews Development of Navy. 

Secretary Meyer's report was a recital of 
the development of the navy during the year, 
with few re ndations beyond those con- 
ta‘ned in his former reports. He gare chief 
emphasis to hie recommendation that the 
navy be increased according to a program 
that will keep the nation in its present pos! 
tion among the world powers; and suggested 
that congress remove the limit upon the 
amount of money that can be spent for av ‘a- 
tion ond permit the navy to compete with the 
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: Uĩine establishments of other nations in do- 
ve ng aerial methods of defense. 

For the coming year the secretary urged 
that congress appropriate money for three 
battleships of the dreadnought class and 
for two battleship cruisers, sixteen destroy- 
ers, six submeriones, two gunboats, and a 
fleet of auxiliaries to include transports, sup- 
ply ebips, tugs, tenders, andacry dock The 
“Navy general board recommended four hat- 
\tlerhips; and Secretary Meyer pointed out 

that even though this number should be au- 
_ thorized it would mean no real increaze in 
the navy as four ships are sodn to be retired 
because they will have passed the age of 

twenty years. 4. 


War Comes Without Warning. 
Secretary Meyer expressed skepticism as to 
the abolition of war in the near future. Wars 
come with little or no warning, he said, and 
only by the possession of an efficient fleet of 
adequate size will the country be safe from 
attack and free to work out its own destiny 
in peace and without hindrance. 

The opening of the Panama canal willin no 
sense double the American fleet, according 
to Secretary Meyer. While it will increase 
its efficiency by facilitating its passage from 
one coast to the other, this condition has been 
fully considered in caluculating the naval 
program. Without the canal, said Secretary 
| Meyer, experts figure that the United States 
would need a fleet double that of a country 
whose coast line is cOntinuous. 


D. 8. Needs Forty-one Battleships. 


‘forty-one battleships, with a proportional 
number of other fighting and auxiliary ves- 
sels, is the least that would place this coun- 
try on a safe basis in its relation with other 
world powers. 

Thie fleet should be secured as soon as 
practicable, he said, and its strength should 
be maintained by. replacing obsolete vessels 
with new ones by a uniform annual program. 

While the navy department would wel- 
come more torpedo boats and submarines, 
the secretary. expresesd the belief that until 
more of the old battleships are replaced it 
4s wiser to build: battleships than smaller 
vessels, _

| fleet to a state of complete readiness for 
instant service, said the secretary in com- 
menting on the navy’s condition. Reserve 
as well as active vessels are kept in condi- 
tion for any contingency, and the navy’s 
gunners during the year have made records 
that more than sustain the high standarde of 
the service, 


Calls Air Equipment Inadequate. 


Aeroplane equipment is entirely inadequate 
at the present time, according to Secretary 
Meyer. He pointed out that while the 
United States spent only $140,000 for thie 
Purpose last year, Japan spent $600,000 and 
five European nations spent indſvidual sums 
ranging from $2,000,000 to $6,000,000, the lat- 
ter being the expenditure of France. Sec- 
retary Meyer said there should be no limita- 


naval aviation. 

He recommended the creation of a naval 
reserve of about 60,000 men, 25,000 to be 
secured from the honorably discharged men 
of the navy, the naval militia, and various 
mechanical trades of civil life, the other 
25.000 from among sailors of the merchant 
marine. 

The applicatien of the eight hour law to all 
shipyards, said Secretary Meyer, probably’ 
will cause an increase in the appropriation 
necessary to build ships of a given type. 
As to small American navy yards, Secre- 
tary Meyer made no definite recommenda- 
tions for thelr abolishment, but suggested 
that if the American fleet is to spend part 
of its time on the Pacific, coast after the 
Panama canal opens some of the navy yards 
on the eastern coast automatically will close 
from lack of work. 8
